One of the peculiar features of the 
modern second-hand bookstore is its 
“exchange” department. In fact, the 
exchanging of books has develaped ta 
such .uotable Yroportions in the last 
decade that it is now one of the recog- 
nized branches of the trade as well as 
a source of considerable profit to the 
“old bookmen,” who invariably get 
ahend in the negotiations. 

That it must pay -is, evident from 
the fact that many of the booksellers 
advertise constantly in the magazines 
and literary papers. It is also a boon 
for the indigent. student or impe- 


eunious literateur. who cannot afford. 


to buy new. books and has no-time to 


go to the library. QOne-of the hooksell- ;
